We say both houses, for while there is 
no doubt whatever about a Republican 
majority in the House, there is a very 
strong probability that the Senate, too, will 
be controlled by the casting vote of the 
Republican Vice-President. 

The Republicans have bought up Mahone, 
the Readjuster-Independent-Democrat from 
Virginia, and have thus thirty-eight votes, 
or just an equal half of the Senate, sure. 

The Democrats lose nearly all their Sen- 
ators from the North—Thurman, MeDon- 
ald, Wallace, Randolph, Kernan and Eaton

Nevada. For Fair, who will take Sharon’s 
seat, is a bonanza king who bought his 
election precisely as Sharon had bought 
his before, and we regard him as only a 
nominal and unnatural Democrat. 

While with Mahone the Republicans al- 
ready tie the Senate, giving them the con- 
trol through the casting vote ofthe Vice- 
President, the Democratic side may be 
still further diminished by the loss of the 
Senator from Tennessee, where the con- 
testis uncertain, the defection of Mr. 
Davis or Mr. Fair, or the serious illness 
of Mr. Grover, of Oregon, who has not 
been able to take his seat for some time.

The total vote in 1876 was 351,604; Til- 
den’s plurality in 1876, 58,048. 

So it will appear that in spite of Indiana, 
general mismanagement and the Green- 
backers who drew off 33,000 votes, Han- 
cock’s plurality will only be 2,536 votes 
less than that of Tilden. 

The Republican stupids who twaddie 
about *fredeeming Missouri from Bourbon 
rule’’ and crow so much about their suppos- 
ed,imaginary gains in Missouri are simply as 
blind and false as they are famatical.

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Second Day of Their National 
Convention. 
LCL CEES 
An Interesting Address of Prof. Hiram 
Mead, of Oberlin College. 


The second day’s session of the National 
Triennial Convention of the Congregational- 
ists commenced at the Pilgrim Church 
this morning at 10 £o’clock. = All 
the delegates who were on the 
late train yesterday had arrived, and the 
house was full. The first matter of business 
this morning was the report of the Commit- 
tee on Credentials, which was no more than 
the seatingof the properly accredited dele- 


gates. The nextand probably the most ino- 
teresting event of the day was the reaa- 
ingofan address on ‘**The Expediency of 
Formulating a New,Symbol of Faith for the 
Congregational Churches,” by Prof. Hiram 
Mead,of Oberlin CoNege. The speaker was on 
the stand for about two hours, but was listen- 
ed totbroughout with wraptattention. He 
dealt witn a question that lies at 
the very basis of church organ- 
ization and one in which religious people of 
the present time are greatly interested. 
He reached the conclusion that one of the fol- 
jowing alternatives must be adopted: 

Either that the old statement 
of belief should be modified and made to con- 
form to the light of the present age, or that 
ap entirely new statementshould be formu- 
lated or tbat all statements should be 
abolished. 

He made a strong defense of the right of 
the present council to dea! wiih the question 
of a new expression of its faith, 
either by itself or by a com- 
mittee. One breathed the air of 
freedum as he heard the speaker 
declare that each Congregational Church 
might formulate its own creed, subject only 
to the friendly recognition of otber churches. 

There was also anair of strength in the 
repeated assertion that Congregationalism 
had firm doctrinal views and a cohesive 
power in its historical and practical opin- 
ions. 

He closed with a powerful demand that this 
council take time enough and 
manifest determination enough 
give the churches such an 
expression of the general belief of its order 
as should bea guide to the minister, the 
church and the individual membership. 

The speaker was frequentty applauded and 
seemed to have the universal approval of the 
members of the convention. Pref. Mead is 
certainly a fine thinker, and his address will 
be good reading notonly for the members 
of his own church, but for 
all otber religious people as well. 
He is by no means an oratorin the ordinary 
sense ofthe word, put few speukers ever 
held an audience in more breathless attention 
than he did this morning. He isof delicate 
build and looks as pale as an irvalid. His 
voice is weak and his whole appearance ~ 
thing but prepossessing, but e 
puts all these defects out of 
sight in the fervor, the logic, the 
brilliancy and the classic finish of his speech. 
He takes up ordinarily any questions of the- 
ology and church policy and discusses them 
in such attractive language thateven a hearer 
who feels no interest in the subject cannot 
fail to be captivated. His address this 
morning was a splendid ex- 
ample of the triumph of scholarship. 
After Prof. Mead had concluded his address 
it was referred to a committee of seven, to 
whom were also referred a number of memo- 
rials touching this same question. 

A motion was adopted allowing visiting 
delegates from other churches to be 
honorary members of the convention. Among 
those who were then introduced to the 
Moderator was Dr. Ganse of the Presbvteri- 
an Ohurch. Hon. Jonathan E. Sargent, of 
New Hampshire, then read a majority report 
on}‘'The Parish System,’’ after whichcame a 
minority report om the same subject. At 
12:50 o’clock the comvention adjourned. 


Afternoon Session. 

The convention reassembled at 2:30 o’clock, 
and the first thing in order was an address 
by Dr. Hannay, of England. He is an elderly 
gentleman and made himself exceedingly in- 
teresting. This evening there will bea sort 
of social reunion of the delegates in the parlors 


of the church and refreshments will be pro- 
vided for all those present. his 
last part will be attended to by 
the fadies of Dr. Goodell’s congregation, 
and it will be handsomely done, though the 
received no notice of the arrangement till 
this morning and consequentiy had a very 
short time to make preparations. The gath- 
ering this evening will afford the people of 
the city an opportunity to meet the members 
of the convention, many of whom are among 
the most distinguished men ofthe country. 

Among the delegates are four colored men 
from theSouth. One of these is Rev. B. A. 
James, from Memphis. He lately went there 
from Oberlin College, and expressed himself 
to tke VPosT-DISPATCH representative 
as being muoh pleased with 
the prospects of this racein the South. He 
said there were seventy-three different Con- 
gregatftonal churebes in the South, and that 
to each there was attached amission school. 
He believed these schools, as well as the 
churches, all of whick were presided 
over by ministers and teachers 
educated in Northern colleges, were doing a 
great deal toward the improvement of the 
colored people, and thata social revolution 
was gradually working itself out among them. 
He was in Mempaiis during the late election, 
and he had heard no complaint about ‘*buil- 
dozing,” but believed that the colored peo- 
ple, with some trifling exceptions, in all the 
Southern States had voted without interfer- 
ence. 
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POTATO POINTS. 


Failure of the Crops—Prices Likely to 
be High—‘*‘ rhe Rot,”’ 


Not only in the United States, but 1n almost 
every civilized country, the potato is one of 
the most indispensable articles ef food, and 
any dearth of this valuable vegetable is to be 
looked upon somewhat in the light of a 
calamity. The mass of the people in this 
country are unawareof the enormous extent 


of the failure of the present potato crop, and 
therefore information in regard to it cannot 
but be pom The early potato crop 
throughout the United States was a fair 
one, although not unusually large, 
or the vegetable itself unusually excellent. 
The late crop, however, has been a terribly 
miserable one, and aj] over the country, es- 
pecially west and south,the insinuating ‘*dry 
rot,” so familiar of late to tne Irish peasant, 
has penetrated, rendering the potato little 
better than useless. The “‘peachblow,’’ the 
favorite late potato, alone seems to have es- 
caped to any extent the general disease, and 
even these are to a considerable degree af- 
fected. Inquiries to-day among some of the 
most prominent commission produce mer- 
chants, who bandle large «juantities of this 
article of food, developed some interesting 
facts. One gentleman, the head of a 
house that does an extensive business, 
said that for the past eight or ten years 
potatoes had been gradually becoming more 
and more affected with the “dry rot,’ late 
ones especially. This year, however, it was 
worse than ever, and although there were 
plenty of them in the market, not more than 
one-half were fitfér use. This season the 
failure of the winter crop magreat measure 
was Owing to the want of rain and in con- 
sequénce the lack of sufficient moisture for 
the soil. The potatoes at present ia the 
market after one month will become soft 
and of no use, andif fresh supplies of a 
better kind are put upon the mar. 
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potatoe is now 
them from Iowa and other States. One mer- 
chant said that last week he shipped to South- 
ern Illinois a large quantity of Iowa “peach- 
blows.’? He told those to whom he was send- 
ing the potatoes that they 
would not keep and were defective, 
but they said that they had to have them at 
any risk. The crop in New York and Michi- 
an isa very fair one, but notextra. Indiana 
sin about the same condition as Missouri 
as regards sound,merchantable potatoes. The 
outlook for the coming winter as far as po- 
tatoes are concerned would seem to be a very 
poor one @nd there is no doubt but that be- 
fore the middle of January cw, ed well be 
ranked among the luxurics.+The_ present 
freight rates from the Kast and North are 
about 15 cents per bushel,and-probably if the 
rates were reduced the market might be 
helped somewhat. 

Those engaged in the commission business 
are not sanguine as tothe result. At present 
the ordinary stock is worth from forty to fifty 
cents a bushel and the choicest sixty cents, 
and of the latter there is and will be but a 
smali quantity inthe market. The market 
bas oo ter been steady at these prices, and 
from present indications will remain so.
